be withdrawn from Pekin. This, how- 


ever, is by no means certain, or rather it 
is by no means certain that this with- 
drawal wil] take place in the very near 
future. It is known that in the notes 
which have passed between this govern- 
ment and the governments of Europe 
there have been under consideration two 
plans, one of °them to withdraw the 
troops at once to Tien Tsin ang the other 
to remain at Pekin until the full mission 
of the civilized nations, as it is under- 
stood by their governments, igs com- 
pleted. Naturally, the choice pbteween 
these two plans depended largely, if not 
entirely, upon the conditions at Pekin 
after the rescue. Had the transfer been 
made under the provisions of the nego- 
tiations as contemplated by Li Hung 
Chang, that is had the imperial forces re- 
mained in Pekin and the transfer been 
effected on the outside or at the outer 
wall, it would doubtless have been the 
judgment of the allied commanders that 
the forces would retire to Tien Tsin, there 
to await re-enforcements und to watch 
the progress of negotiations looking to 
the complete satisfaction of the claims of 
all the powers. Now, however, that the 
allied forces are inside of Pekin, there is 
every reason to belleve that they are to 


remain there not only until reparation {s 
made, but until a proper status in China 
itself is restored. The policy of this gov- 
ernment ig more clearly set forth in the 
state department circular communicated 
to the European and Japanese govern- 
ments under date of July 34d. | 
American Policy Laid Down. 


“We adhere,’’ says this note, ‘‘to the 
policy initiated by us in 1857 of peace 
with the Chinese nation, of furtherance of 
lawful commerce and of protection of 
lives and property of our citizens by all 
means guaranteed under extra territo- 
rial rights and by the laws of the nation. 
If wrong be done to our citizens, we 
propose to hold the responsible author to 
the uttermost accountability. We ra- 
gard the position at Pekin as one of 
virtual anarchy whereby power and re- 
sponsibility are practically devolved upon 
local provincial authorities. So long as 
they are not in é6vert collusion and re- 
bellion, and use their power to protect 
foreign rights and property, we regard 
them. as representing the Chinese peo- 
ple with whom we seek to remain in 
peace and friendship. The purpose of 
the president, as it has been heretofore, 
is to act concurrently with the other 
powers, first in opening communication 
with Pekin and rescuing the American’ 
officials, missionaries and other Anre>-ri- 
cans who are in danger; secondly, in of- 
fording all possible protection every- 
where in China to American life and 
property; thirdly, in guarding and pro~- 
tecting all legitimate American interests: 
and fourthly, in aiding to _prevent a 
spread of the disorders to the other 
provinces of the empire and recurrence 
of such disaster.”’ : 

With regard to the fourth provision the 
Hay note goes farther into particulars, 
and it is this portion of the note that 
serves to outline the task which this 
government has undertaken and the 
course which it will follow. Speaking of 
this fourth provision, the note goes on 
to say: 

“It' is, of course, too early to forecast 
the means of attaining this last result, 
but the policy of the government of the 
United States is to seek a solution which 
may bring about' permanent safety and 
peace and tranquillity throughout the Chi- 
torial and administrative entity, protect 
all rights guaranteed to friendly powers 
by treaty and international law, and 
safeguard for the world the principle of 
equal and impartial trade with all parts 
of the Chinese empire.’”’ 


Big Programme Outlined. 


There is far more to this, therefore, 
than the rescue of the Americans, and 


the question of indemnity. It is a pretty 
big programme which the president and 
Sesretary Hay have outlined,and it is plain 
that, in conjunction with the other pow- 
ers, the problem of restoring complete 
peace and tranquility throughout the Chi- 
rese empire has been undertaken; and 
in view of the fact that the allied forces 
are now in Pekin it is safe to say that 
there will be no withdrawal of them until 
this mission has been performed. As a 
member of the cabinet said this evening: 

‘‘We propose to be where we can touch 
the sore spot of the Chinese empire. That 
is at Pekin.” i 

The report from Shanghai that: the 
North China Gazette openly impeaches 
United States Consul Goodnow of com- 
plicity with the Chinege created no par- 
ticular surprise inthe state department, 
where it has been known that the feeling 
of foreign residents at! Shanghai has not 
been very friendly toward Goodnow. 
This is due to the fact that Goodnow, in 
response to explicit @firections of Secre- 
tary Hay, has from the first cultivated 
Li Hung Chang and other Chinese of- 
ficilals, when other consuls refused to 
have anything to do with them. When 
Li reached Shanghai Goodnow informed 
this government that the other consuls 
would have nothing to do with him, and 
asked for inst'rructions. Secretary Hay, 
seeing, as he thought, an opportunity to 
secure for this government inside infor- 
mation on the purposes,of the Chinese, 
instructed Goodnow to consult freely with 
Li and other officials in the friendHest way 
possible. It is because he followed this 
instruction, so it is thought here, that 
the charges against Goodnow have been 
made. It is believed that the foreign el- 
ement' at Shanghai is anxious for the 


landing of troops there, and is particular- ; 


ly anxious for the extension of European 
influence in China, because those now 
having interests there would probably 
benefit. Goodnow has entered no pro- 
test dgainst the landing of British troops, 
as is suggested in the Shanghai: dis- 
patches. It is not his place to take a 
step of this kind, and he has not done so.

[M’KINLEY IS OFFICIALLY 


INFORMED OF PEKIN’S FALL 


Washington, August 17.—The allied ar- 
mies have captured and entered Pekin in 
the face of obstinate resistance and the 
members of the foreign legations are safe. 
Official confirmation of the fall of the 
Chinese capital came to the United States 
government tonight in the shape of two 
cablegrams—one from Admiral Remey 
and the other from Consyl Fowler at 

1e Foo. 

Previous information which has been re- 
ceived here showed that the allied armies 
took possession on August 12th of Tung 
Chow, twelve miles from Pekin. After a 
halt of three days for rest and prepara- 
tion the army attacked the capital. 

The officials here knew the stronghold 
of the boxers was in the Chinese capital 
and that for the allies to attempt to force 
their way through it into the Tartar city, 
in which the legation compounds are lo- 
cated, might mean a great loss of life 
and possibly defeat. It was also known 
that the imperial troops which have sided 
with the boxers were, many of them, 
in or near the Chinese city and that much 
of the artillery and rifle fire which has 
been poured into the legations has been 
from the walls separating the two cities. 
These facts evidently were communicated 
to General Chaffee and the other com- 
manding officers of the allies. Realizing 
these obstacles, it appears the allies de- 
cided to attack the city by the east 
gate. There are four entrances into the 
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CHINESE DEPENDED ON FLOODS. 


Orientals Expected Water To Stop the 
Advance. 

London, August 17.—The collapse of 
Chinese resistance is explained in dis- 
patches from Shanghai as being due to 
the failure of the Chincse to flood the 
country below Tung Chow. The earth- 
works connected with the dam at the Peli 
Ho were unfinished and the canal at 
Tung Chow was full of water, facilitat- 
ing boat transport when the allies ar- 
rived there. 

Signals between the allies and the lega- 
tioners holding part of the wall at Pekin 
were exchanged during the morning of 
August 15th. 

Troops are still arriving at Taku. The 
German transports Wittekind and Frank- 
fort are due there today. 

The Russian transport Nijni Novgorod 
ran on a reef August l4th. The Japanese 
cruiser Takasago, which went ashore re- 
cently, has been towed off and is now at

Paris, August 17.—A dispatch received 
here from General Frey, in command of 
the French marine force in China,.dated 
August 9th, says the rapid advance of 
the allies toward Pekin was due to the 
excellent scouting of the Russians and 
Japanese.

Later in the evening, as 
soon as he heard of the news, Secretary 
Root came in from the country club and 
remained for some some time with the 
president, discussing the latest informa- 
tion which had come to hand.

The offictals 
were on hand during the evening and 
waited until a late hour before leaving 
for home without receiving any dis- 
patches. :

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RACE RIOT IN LIBERTY COUNTY: 
WHITES AND BLACKS BOTH ARMED 


Jesup, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)—Liber- 
ty City at this hour is being patrolled by 
hundreds of men armed heavily and two 
trcops of cavalry—the Liberty Independ- 
ents and Liberty Guards—while men are 
sending &way their women and children 
to escape the troubles that are expected 
ta break out afresh tonight after twelve 
hcurs’ cessation. 

It is one of those race troubles that 
grew out of the killing of white men by 
irresponsible negroes, and as usual affects 
the innocent, both white and black. Since 
the riot’s inception, three days ago, two 
white men and three negroes have been 
killed, one white man has been seriously 
wcunded by a powder explosion, and last 
night’s rioting culminated in the acci- 
dental shooting of Colonel James Thom- 
as, a prominent Wayne county politician, 
who was a member of Sheriff Lyons’s res- 
cuing party, the burntng of stores at 
Literty City and Walthourville, and an 
attempt to wreck Plant system passen- 
ger train No. 78 by negroes, who believed 
Sheriff Lyons’s posse was on board. Sher- 
iff. Lyons returned to Jesup today with 
his wounded assistant, and in an inter- 
view tonight saii: 

Sheriff Lyons’s Story. 

“The situation in Liberty City is too 
bad to think about and almost too horri- 
ble to tell. The whites and the \blacks 
have got it in for each other—the whites 
being against the blacks, for ambushing 
and slaying Bob Curtis Wednesday 
last, while the blacks are trying to get 
revenge on the whites because some of 
the negroes are being killed. 

“YT left Liberty this morning, bringing 
Colonel Thomas for treatment, but to- 
night I received a telegram stating the 
situation is very grave, and to hold my- 


| Srces were said to have retreated, and 
were reported to have been massing. 


self and posse in readiness or to come on 
the first train. I learned tonight, how- 
ever, that the two military companies 
are ordered out and are enroute to the 
scene and that sevral hundred rifles had 
been shipped there today, so the whites 
are fairly well equipped there tonight. 
Tried To Wreck the Train. 

“At midnight last night I left Jesup 
with a well-organized posse to help out. 
This was in response to a telegram beg- 
ging assistance. The Plant system peo- 
ple agreed to stop their cannon ball fast 
passenger for me, and I took that. The 
negroes at Liberty City heard the whites 


were after me and they tried to wreck the | 
local train, which follows the cannon ball 
train, evidently thinking to get my crowd. 

“Arriving at Liberty City, we were met 
by about forty armed men, and a march 
commenced for the swamp where the ne- 


Skots into the swamps failed to bring any 
one out and our attention was called to 
the town proper by the burning of stores. 
The negroes thus drew our attention that 
way from the swamp and retreated fur- 
ther. We located the incendiary, and 
while attempting to get him Colone) 
Thomas was accidentally shot. I had to 
bring him home end the Liberty City men 
kept the night vigil. The whites and 
blacks are now shooting one another 
wherever they meet, and more trouble is 
bound to come.”’ 

Miss Rimes, one of the refugees from 
Literty City, arriving at Jesup tonight, 
says: “The men are being advised to send 
their women and children away, and we 
lef: tonight with many other ladies who 
prefer seeking safety in flight to staying 


at home and running the risk of being 


shot or burned out of our homes. 

“The negroes today have not been 
demonstrative, perhaps due to the pres- 
ence of hundreds of armed men who have 
ccme into Liberty City from g]l parts of 
the county and -he soldiers who are en 
rcute. There are many, though, who be- 
lieve that the negroes will attack the 
tcwn before daybreak, and the situation 
is so extremely critical that we thought 
best to come away.” 

Killing of Curtis and Gill. 

The present race riot is the outgrowth 
of the ambush and murder of Constable 
Curtis and Deputy Gill Wednesday. The 
negroes in Liberty City outnumber the 
wiring to other places for help, and 
of a warrant being out for one of their 
number was spread, they organized and 
shot Curtis to death when he attempted 
to serve it. Giil, who accompanied him, 
was also terribly shot, but will recover. 


“The whites became enraged over this 


wanton killing and began to pursue the 
murderers. They fled to the swamps and 
were there re-enforced by a large num- 
ber of the vicious and idle of the negroes 
who inhabit the small station. When the 
whites began pushing into the swamps, 
they met with resistance, but killed two 
of the negroes. The whites then began 
wiring to other places for held, and 
Sheriff Lyons, of Jesup, was the first 
to respond, with the above told results. 
Sheriff Lyons is a terror to criminals. 
He is the officer who captured, near Lib- 
erty City, Bob Brewer, the notorious half- 
breed and outlaw, who killed seven men 
in the Jesup riot, and his reputation as 
a dead shot makes his name a terror to 
evil doers. It was this fear of Sheriff

Georgetown, Ky., August 17.—The ar- 
gument in the case of Caleb Powers, 
charged with being an accessory to tho 
murder of William Goebel, were not con- 
cluded today, the court refusing to hoid 
a night session. Commonwealth’s At- 
torney Robert E. Franklin will make the 
closing speech for the prosecution to- 
morrow morning. The argument for the 
defense was closed by ex-Governor John 
Young Brown. The entire morning ses- 
sion and nearly an hour this afternoon 
was taken up by Coloncl T.C. Campbell for 
the prosecution. In the latter part of 
his address to the jury Colonel Campbell 
likened the circumstances of the assaza- 
sination of Goebel to that of Tom Baker, 
in Clay county, in which Jim Howard 
figured and he intimated that Howard 
fired the shot, but subsequently sald: 


“TIT do not know who fired the shot that 
killed Goebel, but it was one of the five 
pinto named in the indictment—Jim 

oward, Berry Howard, et Youtsey, 
Harland Whitaker and Tallow Dick 
Combs, and every one of them were there 
by procurement of Caleb Powers and W. 
8. Taylor.”

Negro Murdered Motorman Yarnedoe 
in Savannah. 


HE WAS PUT OFF THE CAR 


Cursing in Fresence of Ladies, Who 
Were Aboard. 


MOTORMAN PROMPTLY EJECTED HIM 


Negro Waited for the Return Trip 
and Killei the Motorman—His 
Trial and Conviction. 


Savannah, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
Seaborn Hayes was convicted this after- 
noon of the murder of Motorman Lucius 
Varnedee on Saturday, August 4th, and 
sentenced by Judge Falligant to be hang- 
ed on Septgmber 28th. The negro was 
ejected from an Isle of Hope car for 
cursing in the presence of ladies. When 
the car returned from its trip to the 
city Hayes was waiting at Sandfly sta- 
tion. He opened fire on Varnadoe, who 
was fatally wounded. In the trial the 
negro claimed that the motorman fired 
the first shot, but there were several 
white witnesses who asserted the first 
shot was fired by the negro. The jury 
accepted their statement and a verdict of 
guilty wituout recommendation was 
given. Hayes’s alleged accomplices will 
be tried probably next week.

ROAD FROM LYONS TO DUBLIN. 


Expected That the Seaboard Will 
Build a Branch. 

Dublin, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
There seems to be but little doubt that 
in a few months the Seaboard Air-Line 
will build a branch road from Lyons to 
Dublin. Recently a prominent citizen of 
Dublin visited Savannah and was inform- 
ed by a Seaboard official that everything 
pointed favorably to an early completion 
of the extension to Dublin. From Lyons 
to Dublin is only about forty miles, which 
will put Dublin within 120 miles of Sa- 
vannah against 170 as at present. At 
Dublin the Seaboard would connect with 
the Macon and Dublin road and thus give 
Macon another line to Savannah. To 
convince the Dublinites that what he said 
was true, the Seaboard official showed him 
the figures and estimates of the probable 
amount of business the road would do 
and it was figured that the Dublin busi- 
ness alone, to say nothing of the local 
busiress and the amount of freight and 
passenger traffic that would be received 
from Macon, would pay a handsome in- 
terest upon the money invested.

“HANGING OF HERNDON AT 
WASHINGTON YESTERDAY 


Washington, Ga., August 17.—(Special!.)— 
The hangirg of Dillard Herndon here to- 
day for the murder of John J. Loving: 
good, at Pistol, this county, on the after- 
noon of October 80, 1899, was the first for 
this county in thirty years. With the ex- 
ception of seven tories who were strung to 
a tree during the war of the revolution and 
Mrs. Bartlett (or Barclay), the first wo- 
man ever hanged in this state, Herndon 
is the only white person to hang in this 
county for a period of more than 106 
years. 

Yesterday Herndon realized that there 
was no hope, and withdrew himself from 
the stuper which he has assumed Yor two 
or three weeks, and showed a willingness 
to talk, and asked for his wife and five 
children and the preachers, with whom he 
talked freely.

Barnett and Dr. E. M. Bounds were of- 
fered, Sheriff Callaway pulled the trigger,

minutes later. His neck was not broken. 
Story of Herndon’s Crime. 

During the spring of 1899 Herndon 
forged the name of his father-in-law to 
an order for merchandise. The merchant 
who honored the order discovered the 
forgery and with a threat to expose, the 
money came forth. Prior to this Hern- 
don attempted a similar forgery on John 
J. Lovingood, a successful young mer- 
chant, at Pistol, Wilkes county. 

When Herndon was made to pay for 
the successful forgery his first thought 
was that Lovingood was the cause of 
the fact being discovered. On the follow- 
ing Friday morning, October 20, 1899, 
Herndon, with loaded shotgun, went to 
Lovingood’s store and there remained un- 
til. 3:30 a’clock that afternoon. At that 
hour it happened that no one was in, the 
store save Herndon and Lovingood. At 
this point Herndon was ready to pay his 
bill and handed Loevingood a bill. As 
the storekeeper turned to his safe to 
make the change Herndon leveled his 
zun upon him, discharging both barrels 
in quick succession. 

Lovingood stumbied to the street call- 
ing for help, and in a short while was re- 
moved to his home, where he died within 
thirty minutes. Before any one else 
could reach the scene of the horrible 
deed. the murderer had gathered up his 
bundles, gun and a box of shells and 
was quietly, and in a manner of extrem®é 
unconcern, making: his way to his home 
and family three miles away. 

It was not until late that night that he 
was arrested. On his person was found 
$26 and a ring which was the property 
of a young lady friend of the murdered 
man, which had been deposited in Lov- 
ingood’s safe for several weeks. 

Herndon’s explanations of how the al- 
leged accident occurred were puerile in 
the extreme, Within a month after the 
rash act the old man stood before a jury. 
The only defense that could be offered 
by his attorneys was the plea of in- 
sanity. ” 

His first trial resulted in a mistrial. At 
the second he was convicted and sen- 
tenced to hang June 8th, but an appeal 
to the supreme court prolonged his life 
for a few months, when the higher court 
refused to grant_a newtrial and he was 
resentenced to hang Atgust: 17th. His 
energetic attorneys oarried the case to 
the pardon board; but they found no 
reason to interfere.with the sentence of 
the court, 

Finally an appeal ’was made to the 
governor, who on Tuesday expressed him- 
self as being of the same mind. With 
this last hope removed, the grief-stricken 
and heartbroken wife, children, relatives 
and friends made an attempt-to prepare 
themselves for the gloomy and awful

Birmingham, Ala., August 17.—(Special.) 
The Third regiment of the Alabama na- 
guard -will go into camp at East 
Lake tomorrow to remain for a week. 
All the local companies have been or- 
dered to report at their armories at 7:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning prepared to 
leave the city. for the camp grounds half 
an hour later. Everything is in read- 
iness tor the inauguration of the encamp- 
ment, tents having been put up today, 
and the mess, hall completed. A great 
quantity of provisions were taken out 
this afternoon, and final preparations 
were made for évery detail of the 2n- 
campment. A heavy rain fell this after- 
noon and placed the grounds in a some- 
what bad condition, but it is expected 
they will have thoroughly dried off by 
the time the troops are ready for their 
first drill tomorrow afternoon. The com- 
panies from Anniston, Talladega, Oxford 
and Gadsden are expected to arrive on the 
noon trains tomorrow. The five compa- 
nies of the Birmingham battalion will be 
the first on the ground. Before the after- 
noon is over every company of the regi- 
ment will be in camp. 

The management-of the electric car line 
has completed arrangements for the best 
transportation facilities and is prepared 
to handle large crowds between the camp 
grounds and the city. Colonel Tom O., 
Smith, commander of the regiment, will 
be on the camp grounds early with his en- 
tire staff. This will be the first encamn- 
ment of the regiment since 1897.

Governor Candler was first notified of 
the lawless condition in Liberty county at 
5 o’clock yesterday morning in a  bricf 
dispatch from Deputy Sheriff G. N. Hen- 
dry. Authority to ask that troops be 
called out for the suppression of riot is 
vested in the sheriff of a county, and 
not hearjng from Sheriff A. B. Brewer, of 
Liberty, Governor Candler immediately 
wired that official “or particulars. It was 
not until noon that the following detalii 
dispatch, explaining the absence of the 
sheriff and indicating an extremely ‘se- 
rious state of affairs, was received at 
the executive office: 

Liberty City, Ga, August 17.—A. D. Can.

others in the woods. Liberty City was fired 
in the center of town last night at 12 o'clock.

Captain Wade Tells Story of 


Shooting in: Screven,

ALL QUIET IN COUNTY HOW 


He Relates How Two of His Com- 
panfons Were Killed and Him- 
self Badly Wounded by 
the Negroes in That 
County. 


Augusta, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
Captain Jesse T. Wade, who was shot 
a week ago in Screven county and 
brought to the hospital in this city, gave 
out today what he says is the only cor- 
rect story of the shooting. He says at 
the outset there was no race war and 
nothing like it. 
men, R. F. Herrington and George Dan- 
iels, in a buggy, met a negro, named 
Stephen Sanders, in another buggy on a 
narrow road and the negro insolently 
demanded them to turn out of his way. 
Herrington hit Sanders with his whip and 


the negro jumped out of his buggy and | 


ran. The mule the negro was driving 
was about to run off, but one of the white 
men caught the bridle and called to the 
negro to come back and get his team. 
As the negro drove off, after getting back 
in his buggy, he cursed Herrington for 
striking him with his whip and said: 

“T’ll kill you tonight.’; 

When the white men got to town they 
reported the incident to Captain Wade 
and he advised legal proceedings and had 
a peace warrant taken out by Herrington 
against the negro. 

About 8:30 o’clock Herrington and Dan- 
lels, with Captain Wade and Milton 
Mears, in two buggies, drove out to the 
home of Jesse Sanders, the father of 
Stephen, to serve the peace warrant. 
When they arrived at the house the moon- 
light was bright as day and Wade, Her- 
rington and Mears advanced to the 
house, while Daniels remained to hold 
the mules. While the white men on the 
outside were talking with the old negro 
on. the inside of the house and telling 
him to give up hts son and he would not 
be hurt, a volley was fired from a plum 
thicket a short distance to one side of the 
house. : 

Captain Wade was shot/in the groin, 
the arm and the head, and when he ral- 
lied from the shock so ¥ to look about 
him Mears was nowhere/to be seen and 
Herrington was running wildly a hundred 
yards distant. The mule attached -to the 
buggy in which Daniels.was sitting Dde- 
came frightened at the shooting and dash- 
ed off with him, but as soon as he gained 
control of the animal he drove _ back 
and helped Wade into the buggy. The 
other two men were not in sight. and as 
there was no more shooting it is supposed 
the negroes ran after firing their vol- 
ley. . 

The next morning a possé returned to 
the place and found the dead bodies of 
Herrington and Mears, the former having 
run several hundred yards before he fell. 

That is the whole story, says Captain 
Wade, except that several of the negroes 
were apprehended in South Carolina, and 
when arrested they Implicated several 
more, who have also been arrested. 

“In my opinion,” says Captain Wade, 
“there will be no lynching, but the law 
will take its course. There is no race 
war whatever in Screven.”

Negroes Outnumber Whites, 

In putting down a négro riot the great 
difficulty encountered by the chief exec- 
utive in that part of the state is the 
stnall proportion of whites to the blacks. 
Governor Candler stated yesterday that 
in Liberty the whites were probably out- 
numbered five or six times, and as a result 
of the proportion, the negroes were fre- 
quently lawless and unmanageable. 

Up to a late hour last night the gov- 
ernor had heard nothing from either 
Sheriff Brewer or Deputy Sherif Hendry, 
and before receiving the communication 
last night he expressed the fear that the 
telegraph wires had been cut by the 
mob. 

Should additional dispatches from Lib- 
erty City or Hinesvilje, the county seat, 
indicate a still worse condition in the 
county, the governor will fall back on 
the Liberty Independent Troop, although 
no orders have been given the captain of 
that command up to the present time. 

The dispatches received .by the gov- 
ernor yesterday indicated the death of 
only two persons, R. H. Curtis, who was 
murdered by the negroes the first of this 
week, and one of the negroes, shot while 
resisting arrest.

Waller, of the United States marine corps, 
* on the battle of Tien Tsin. The officers 
gave out only a graphic account of this 
4nitial engagement in the Chinese cam- 
put furnish the information with 
oficial exactness. Colonel Meade’s re- 
_ port is dated Tien Tsin, July 16th. After 
telling of the situation around Tien Tsin 
and of the decision on July 12th, at a 
conference held at the English general's 
headquarters, to attack the city about 
. daybreak the next day, Colonel Meade’s 
report in describing the early fighting in 
which the marines and Ninth infantry 


took such & gallant part, says: | 

“we reached the advanced position 
ghout 8 a, m. I took 180 rounds per man 
with me, 10 rounds in the belts and 
eighty in the haversacks. This is not 
sufficient for an all-day fight, and as it 
grew toward night I began to be appre- 
hensive of being left in an advanced posi-

NOT SUCHA GREAT SUCCES 


Black People Do Not Seem To Take 
to the Work—Takes Long Time 
To Instruct Them—Then 
They Suddenly Leave 
Their Jobs. 


Charléston, S. C., August 17.—(Special.)— 
The experiment of operating cotton mills 
with negro labor, which was begun in the 
Vester mill here about a year ago, has 
not proven the success that the managers 
had expected. The manugement is uvt 
altogether disappointed with the work, 
but has had to admit that the negroes 
‘have not taken to the new kind of ljabor 
6s might have been wished. ‘rhe Legro 
operators have been found willing, but 
unsteady, and in many instances unrelia- 
ble, and they cannot be depended on to 
stick to the places. Mill people elsewhere 
who have been watching the experiment 
are doubtful as to its ultimate success, 


as it was argued that Charleston was | 


the best place in the south where the new 
order of things could be given a fair and 
Satisfactory trial. 

The lack of constancy is the great fault 
found here with the colored operatives. 
About a year ago, when the negroes were 
first emplcyed, white men were engaged 
to train them to manipulate the deiicate 
machinery, but thls was pretty much 
kindergarten work. After learning how to 
handle the machinery, and after they had 
been working perhaps for weeks, the ne- 
groes would quietly walk away at night 
and not return for work in the morning. 
By having the negro ministers in the city 
pick for them the most reliable negroes, 
the managers were led to believe that 


Steady operatives could be had, although 


this has not proven to be the case. 

One fact which prompted the owners 
of the Vesta mill.to employ colored help 
was that it could be had much cheaper in 
Charleston, and this was an item which 
could not be overlooked. Living in this 
city is cheaper for negroes than tor white 
people, and they could, therefore, work for 
less Wages, and another consideration 
was that the class of white operatives 
usually found in cotton mills could not be 
hired in the city. 

The working force at the Vesta mill ts 
made pp of 400 operatives, 250 of whom 
are women. Many children over twelve 
years of age are emplcyed, and at first 
they were under constant training eyes 
of the white ‘‘bosses.”’ The {‘breaking in”’ 
work was necessarily slow and tedious, 
and it was a bit discouraging to train a 
great number-of operatives and ‘then 
quietly have them depart without notice. 
For sixty-six hours every week the ne- 
groes guard the machinery and manipu- 
late 16,000 spindles and 500 looms, 

The promoters of this colored labor en- 
terprise ure merely Waiting to see how 
this project will turn out. No money is 
being lost, but not inuch is being made, 
and Manager Potter says the owners are 
hopeful. Mr. Potter says that they have 
been working with very little, if any, en- 
couragement, for they have been de- 
nounced for giving eniployment to negrows 
when white men and wemen would be 
glad of the jcbs. Mr. Potter said today 
that he believed the time would come 
when>the new experiment would prove 
practicable, although he was doubtful as 
to when this would come about. 

Mill magnates admit that the experi- 
ment of negro labor would never be prac- 
ticable in the upper part of this state, 
where the mills are so numerous. Ihe 
white laoor there is plentiful, anj the 
colorad help scarce, and it is argued that 
this experiment could be given its best 
test in Chbarleston.. The results so far, 
however, are not of the most satisfactcry 
nature, and mill people generally are not 
inclined to believe that it can be made a 
success.

Careful attention was given to the dif- 
ference of time between San Francisco 
and New York in order that the obser- 
vations of respect at each place might 
take place at exactly the same time. 
Services were held at the First Presby- 
terlan church at San Francisco at the 
same time the funeral was in progress 
in New York.

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Tieutenant General Sir Alfred Gaselee, 
K.c. B.A. D. C.. who is in command of 
Great Britain’s forces !n China, is an 
officer of superior gallantry and skill and 
has been mentioned several times in of- 
ficial dispatches during his military ca- 
reer. ; 

Sir Alfred entered the army when he 
was nineteen—in 1863—as an ensign of the 
Nine*---third Highlanders. He evinced 
at the outset a strong itking for master- 
ing army and service details. His repu- 
tation as a stickler for facts was won 
hefore he reached his majority. The 
first year of his service he took part in 
the northwest frontier campaign and 
made a name for himself among the men 
in the field. Later the authorities at 
home were to know more of him. The 
opportunity came in the _ expedition 
against ‘he Bazotis, which followed his 
connection with the Bengal Staff Corps 
and his campaigning with the Abyssin-

The next 
day the Russian cruiser came long. Her 
commander coming aboard the Oregon 
viewed the Chinese vesse] with suspicion 
and asked what she was doing there, On 
being told, he shook his head and said 
it would nevertheless be his duty to take 
possession of her, Captain Wilde nod- 
ded and answered: 

***Well. I'm a bit embarrassed just now, 


but there is ammunition aboard and my 
guns are in excellent condition,’ 

“The next day, after the departure of 
the Russian, Captain Wilde visited the 
Hai Chi and suggested to Captain Sah 
that as he was protecting some refugees 
on board it might be well for him to run 
up the American flag to the fore, This 
was done and no questions were asked 
by passing cruisers afterwards.”’

Japan Is Willing To Care for the 
Empress Dowager.

apparent, and of Chao Shu Chiao, com- 
missioner of the railway and mining bu-

The job printer got 
after him and he left town. 

The following day a man arrived from 
Texas looking for him. His mission was 
to carry the imperialist back to the lu- 
natic asylum from which he had escaped. 
Finding that his man had gone to Nash- 
ville. he went to that city. 

Right there he fell down. 
saw him. and had him arrested as 
escaped lunatic from Texas, 

The prisoner was siow and stupid and 
he was no talker...

*onptioller General Explalns Cause of 
Big Increase, 


(GRICULTURE HAS BEEN BENEFITED 


The Biggest Gains Have Come from 
South Georgia, Where the Price 
of Naval Stores and Tur- 
pentine Has Ad- 
vanced. 


The increase of taxable property on 
Fulton county’s digest of almost half a 
million dollars makes {t certain that the 
total gain for the state over 1899 will 
reach $14,000,000 and possibly more. The 
chance for an increase that would sur- 
pass anything realized in one year in the 
history of the state—such as that now 
assured—has depended al] along upon the 
showing made byFulton county, Last year 
this county showed a decrease of $2,000,- 
000 and brought down to an insignificant 
figure the net gain from the other coun- 
ties. This year conditions have been re- 
versed and the increase of Atlanta prog- 
erty makes certain an enormous net gain 
for the state. 

Less than a score of counties remain 
to ba heard from, but already the differ- 
ence between 1899 and 1900 is nearly $13,- 
000,000, so that little is expected from the 
remaining counties in order to bring the 
tota] to the amount predicted by Comp- 
troller General Wright severa] months 
ago. When the first returns were re- 
ceived he expressed the belief that a gain 
of $15,000,000 would be realized. 

Reasons for Big’ Increase. 

The big gain in the value of taxable 
property in Georgia is accounted for by 
Comptroller General Wright as a result 


of improved agricultural conditions caus- 
ing a feeling of security not only with the 
agricultural classes, but in every line of 
business. In his opinion the cause of the 


~dncrease this year can be traced- back to | 


Scents cotton. Better times resulted from 
that and it ig the comptroller general’s 
theory that when’ men are feeling good 
they are more apt to return their prop- 
erty at what it is really worth than they 
are when the prospects are bad. 

The most remarkable gains made in 
any part of the state have come from 
south Georgia. Here the rapid rise in the 
price of turpentine and naval stores has 
brought a degree of prosperity not felt 
before in years and counties that have 
pald taxes in the past on no more than 
four or five million dollars of property 
haye come up this year with gains from 
$200,000 to $600,000. 

The increase in this county is accounted 
for in the large amount of building that 
has gone forward in the year past and 
the fact that certain property never tax- 
ed before has been levied on this year as 
the result of a decision of the supreme 
court, 

Siz counties in all returned their digests 
yesterday. McDuffie showed an increase 
of $46,859, Irwin went up $70,000 and Floyd 
Increased $272,848. Dawson and Sumpter 
showed a decrease, both together am@unt- 
ing, however, to only $75,000.

ELOPERS FROM DOVER MAY 
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~BE HIDING IN THIS CITY 


} HOWARD. M. WILKINSON 


Miss Josephine Packard, of Dover, Del., 
and her sister’s husband, H. M. Wilkin- 
son, also of Dover, are believed to be in 
hiding in Atlanta, she to escape the 
loving arms of her mother and the. for- 
giving kiss of her father, and he to evade 
capture and the penalties of the law. 

The elopers left Dover last Saturday 
night. Tuesday they were at Charlotte, 
N. C., but before they could be placed 
under arrest they disappeared for t\> 
second time. 

Now it {is learned positively that they 
came to Atlanta. They arrived here last 
Wednesday morning at 5:10 o’clock. Con- 
ductor Homer Jones, who was in charge 
of the train, stated last night that the 
couple came to this city with him. They 
were in the sleeping car, nowever, and 
ha therefore had little opportunity for 
noticing them. 

He knows that their tickets were to 
have taken them only as far as this city. 

Only mystery surrounds the movements 
of Wilkinson and Miss Packard arter 
they stepped from the train. The matron 
at the depot did not see them, as she was 
attending to the wants of the passengers 
who stepped from the day coaches. 
Whether they have left Atlanta, or are at 
one of the numerous boarding houses in 
or near the center of the city, is a matter 
of doubt. 

Detectives on the Trail. 

The police department has been notified 
of the disappearance of the couple. The 
best detectives in the city’s bureau are at 
work upon the case and if the missing 
ones are in Atlanta they will doubtless be 
arrested today. The detectives have every 
avenue of escape guarded and declare 
that they are only waiting for the couple 
to attempt to leave the city in order to 
apprehend them. 

The newspaper men have been at work 
upon the case. It was they who estab- 
lished positively the fact that Wilkinson 
and Miss Packard came to the city. They 
will continue the search with the detec- 
tives. Relatives of the missing ones have 
telegraphed to a prominent firm of jaw- 
yers in Atlanta and private detectives 
have been engaged to locate the where- 
abouts of the man and young girl, — 

Advices state that Wilkinson registered 

in Charlotte at the Arlington as “i: a 
Walker and wife, Baltimore, Md.” It is 
believed that he may have used the same 
name in Atlanta. 
_ Wilkinson. who was a druggist in Do- 
ver, is a slight man. He is middle aged, 
is rather nervous in disposition, has dark 
hair and large dark eyes, a stubby black 
mustache, curved-in nose, and wears a 
ring upon the small finger of his left 
hand. 

The girl is described as being nineteen 
years of age and very pretty, her chief 
charm being a wealth of dark hair, which 
she knows how to dress to advantage. 

Howard Wilkinson and pretty Josephine 
Packard are both of prominent and well- 
to-do families. His brother is Henry 
Wilkinson. one of the owners of The 
State Capital Press, of Dover. She is of 
a family that has always stood splendidly 
in the exclusive set of Dover. 

When Wilkinson married the elder Miss 
Packard several years ago Miss Jose- 
phine was a mere slip of a girl, the pet 
of her mother. 

How or when the natural affection of 
the girl for her brother-in-law turned to 
infatuation no one knows or can account 
for. It is only known that he left a lov- 
ing wife and three little children to come 
to the south with his wife’s sister, and 
she, her parents and a score or more of 
admirers to form this liaison with a man 
who was looked upon as her protector,

been nervous and peevish. At times he 
was exultant and jubilant, and again he 
was morose and plunged in despair. 

Saturday, which’ was the day of the 
elopement with his wife’s sister, he was 
overcome by the heat on the streets of 
Dover. He was carried to his home, 
where he received the attention of physt- 
clans for several hours, they finally leav- 
ing him to the care of his wife, who was 
doing all that she and iove could do to 
restore him to his former health. 

And yet that very night, he escaped 
from her notice, hastily put a few of his 
belongings into a valise, and turned his 
back upon all natural ties. With his 
sister. Miss Josephine Packard—no one 
knows how they left—he went to Philadel- 
phia, where they took the train for Wash- 
ington and the south. 

He was traveling in his own name then, 
Cn passes secured for him and Mrs. Wil- 
kinson, to Asheville. He left the train at 
Charlotte, but, as is known, did not visit 
the resort, ee 

Wilkinson has money with him. His 
brother, {he newspaper owner, says that 


H. M. Wilkinson has paid no Dills in 
Dover, and is heavily in debt. It is known 


also that he has been receiving from his 


drug store between $75 and $100 per day. 
All this ne has either hoarded or spent in 
some secret manner, the former supposl- 
tion is believed by those who know him to 
be correct. 

Man May Be Insane. 

His brother and friends think him in- 
sane, In addition to his cCepression, it 
appears that he has acted rather queeriy 
upon several cecasions. A short time ago 
he went with his brother to the grave of 
their uncle, to whom the men were very 
much attached. There Howard Wilkinson 
wept and told his brother of the debts 
that were hanging over him. He stated 
that he nad paid about $2,000 to his cred- 
itors the day before, and would wipe out 
the other indebtedness as soon as possi- 
ble. 

He also confessed that he had, without 
cause, been harsh with nis wife, but saia 
that from that time on ne would treat 
her with more consideration and more as 
a husband should act toward the woman 
he has chosen for a helpmeet, 

Several days later Henry Wilkinzon 
discovered that his brother had not paid 
$2,000 of his debts, and then came the 
news that he had eloped with Miss Juse- 
phine Packard. 

The mother of the girl is almost heart- 
breken over the action of her daughter. 
Why she took the course, or why she left 
her home to wreck that of her sister, is a 
problem tkat can be solved only by the 
girl.

climb a tree. Such exhibitions are quite 
common on the South Carolina state 
farms where bloodhounds are kept. The 
same kind of animals are kept by the 
sheriffs of many couniies in this state, 
and they always do well on such show 
occasions, but have never Been known to 
run down a criminal. 

ye very much doubt,” said an old 
slave. owner, ‘“‘whether there is a genv- 
ine bloodhound in the south, or one with 
the ‘nose’ of the ald runaway slave 
catcher in the country. Any breed of 
dogs that run by scent can be trained 
from puppies to run man and man alone. 
Ordinary deer or fox hounds take to this 
quite naturally and if crossed with a half 
or quarter fox terrier, they become §vi- 
cious and persistent in the chase. But 
these are not!’ bloodhounds nor should 
those now owned by the state or counties 
in South Carolina be so classed. 

“The bloodhound in Ris perfection of 
‘nose’ and his ferocity, was the product 
of the institution of slavery. The finest 
strains came from Cuba; large, powerful 
beasts, tawny or Diack, with white 
points, and so fierce that when not in ser- 
vice they were chained and only their 
master could feed them or touch. them. 
If they escaped, they chased the first 
person they saw, and their desire was to 
eat his flesh. 

“Many of the dogs were imporied to 
the south by the men who made their 
living catching runaway slaves. ‘They 
were crossed on the deerhound, and the 
product .was a g00d manhunter—terce 
enough but not so dangerous as the Cu- 
ban. Several packs of such dogs were 
owned in this state, and their presence in 
a county kept many a slave at home whv 
would have otherwise sought the sheltcr 
of the forest, where, unless followed by 
such hounds, he could live for years, pay- 
ing weekly or monthly visits to the negro 
settlements. 

“The alleged bloodhounds of this day 
cannot run a man if the trail is over 
three hours old, if it goes in water or is 
crossed y~- other trails. The slave 
catchers’ hounds, bred for their cold nuse 
for more than a century, could ‘carry a 
trail’ thirty-six hours old. The common 
definition that used to be given for the 
name of this species of dog was that ifa 
drop of blood fell on the track he would 
never leave it. They were like wolves, in 
that they hunted for meat and were cager 
to devour a man run to a tree or corper- 
ed.- There are many authenticated stories 
showing the remarkable qualities of scert 
and sagacity. It was practically itmpossi- 
ble to baffle an old dog, and when his 


nose was cence put by his master in the | 


footprints of a man, the particular scent 


of that person was the only one he would 
entertain ir his nostrils, and that track 
he would nick out of a hundred, Ordinary 
hounds of chase are vuzzied when the 
quarry takes toa runn'rg stream ana 
goes up or down. The manhunter, acute 
and wise as a man, would systematicaily 
hunt the banks, up and down, for miles 
until the trail was recovered. 

“There is a case of particular note on 
record in this state where the services 
of a professional ‘Slave catcher were 
called in to catch a murderer. The crime 
had been committed more than twenty- 
four hours when the boss of the pack 
arrived with his dogs on the scene of 
the murder. One naked footprint was 
found retreating from the spot and into 
this the muzzle of the prize trailer of the 
pack was pressed and she was given the 
word to go, the other dogs being held in 
reserve. Miles through Swamps, across 
ponds of water and into the woods the 
dog trailed, finally coming out on a 
cultivated plantation, her nose close to 
the ground and occasionally, giving ut- 
terance to the fierce but musical long- 
drawn ‘bay’ that carried terror always 
to the hearts of the runaway. Into the 
Street of the negro yillage went the dog, 
carrying the trail where it had been 
crossed by dozens of men, women and 
children, and then into a house. Here 
she made a circle of the room, came out 
of the same door, trailed to another 
house, scratched at the barred door, and 
when it was opened caught the murderer 
under the bed. He belonged to another 
plantation and had come there for shelter 
and protection and had used every device 
to throw off pursuit. 

“It was, of course, important and nec- 
essary that the owner of such a pack of 
dogs should be responsible and vigilant. 
He had to be a fine hor&’eman and ride 
horses that could go almost anywhere, 
for he must be up to the leading dog 
when the slave was brought to bay. If 
the fugitive was too hard pressed to 
climb a tree, or as they sometimes did, 
attempted to shoot the dogs, he would 
be torn to pieces if the master was not 
promptly on hand. Laws governing the 
abuse of slaves were strict and enforced. 
The most noted case of their violation is 
one of the best known criminal cases 
in our lawbooks, although it occurred 
sixty years ago. A captured slave had 
incurred the enmity of the hunters and 
he was killed and his flesh fed to the 
dogs. The two whites implicated were

tion. 

“With the passing of Slavery the neces- 
sity for cold-nosed man-chasers no longer 
exists and the breed, at least-in this part 
of the country, is no longer preserved.”’

Surprise was 
manifest on all sides that Carolinians 
wculd desire ‘o carry so much money out 
of the state. Not all of the stockholders 
were willing for the surplus to be so used, 
however, Mr. Pelz2r and other holders 
of stock to the amount of $50,000 went be- 
fore Judge Afirich and secured a tempo- 
rary injunction from him restraining the 
purpose proposed, and the argument was 
to decide whether the directors should go 
ahead with this work against the will of 
the majority stockholders. or not, or 
whether the injunction should be made 
permanent. Messrs. Modecai and Gads- 
den, of Charleston, represented the piain- 
tiff, and Messrs. Sanders, of Duncan & 
Sar.ders, and Smith & Simpson,) of Spar- 
tanburg. represented the board.of direc- 
tors of the Pacolet Manufacturing Com- 
pany. The plaintiffs contended that it 
was an ultra vires action on the part of 
the corporation. In defense of this posi- 
tion Mr. Gadsien made one of the apiest 
arguments ever heard at the Greenwood 
bar.

William Seiner on What Christians

In the current number of The Herald 
and Presbyter Rev. William Selner dis-

The congregation, 
in their early life, was weak, numerical- 
ly and financially, so much so that the 
good work progressed amid continual 
struggle, These now retired ones were 
then active, They toiled hard, they pray- 
ed fervently, and made great sacrifices 
in order to make the congregation or 
church what it now is. There is an im- 
pression, at times, that the younger and 
now active members fail to fully appre- 
ciate these labors and sacrifices. There is 
danger here, It is our duty to frequently 
visit these aged and worthy servants of 
the Lord and pay them our deference. 
Visits, both by pastor and people, are 
highly appreciated. They cheer these is- 
olated ones, and cause them to feel that 
they are still remembered, and have a 
place in the hearts of others. We all de- 
sire to be remembered by the good and 
true. Better let the pastor neglect some 
of the younger and: more active members, 
and frequently visit the aged ones. These 
visits are a blessing not only to the vis- 
ited, but also to the visiting. The pastor, 
at best, meets with ups and downs in his 
arduous labors. His work is not all sun- 
shine. He, too, needs encouragement, Of- 
tentimes a visit to these aged and bodily 
infirm disciples serves as a tonic to the 
spiritual man. As we listen to the pathet- 
ic story of severe hardship endured, long 
distances traveled through heat and cold 
to the sanctuary and self sacrifices made 
for the cause of Christ in the days of 
long ago; see their unwavering faith in 
God’ and his providence; their simple, 
childlike, unshaken faith in Christ as 
their personal Savior, and hear them 
speak of theff approaching end without 
fear or dread, as if they were about to go 
on a pleasant journey, our love only 
deepens, and our faith and piety grow 
stronger. Yea, visiting these is not simply 
a duty, but a. blessed privilege, and he 
who slights such a privilege loses much. 
These rich treasures of experience are 
resultant of a long life ans genuine 
piety. No earnest pastor can afford to 
neglect the aged. Kindly remember those 
who have borne the heat and burden of 
the day and thank God for them.”

Is IT “THE BARBAROUS NORTH” NOWP 

We will hear very little from newspapers which criticise sporadic 
conditions in the south about the recent developments in the north in 
which the color of a man’s skin became his chief offense. 

The New York riots of 1900 and of 1868 are very much alike, and 
show that the intervening years have done but little in removing a line 
which nature continues most stubbornly to keep up. By no means would 
we indorse an aspersion of the people ofthe north for conditions which 
no civilization can remedy and which ‘no foresight can control, 

The situation which threw a great city like New York into instant 
peril of the mob is the one which drives people of the sparsely settled 
country in the south to self-defense. When the robbery of a: pocketbook 
can stir up the race instincts of the white man in a country where tlie 
negro is a rarity, will the critics take time to discuss the provocation in 
a lonely community of the south where a daughter hides her head as the 
victim and the numerical strength of the negro is a constant menace? Will 
they not see that in the repression of an instinct where there is so little 
to arouse it, sympathy should go out to the Caucasian of the south 
who has such a responsibility to carry? 

The great city of New York was in arms for a whole night, and for 
what? The killing of an officer in the discharge of his duty. His call- 
ing was one which presupposed his violent death some time or other, and 
many policemen have been slain in New York without attracting the at- 
tention of the passers-by. . 

Then why the special provocation in this case? The answer is best 
gathered from the news story of The New York Press, a rabid republi- 


can and south-hating sheet: 

Race rioting held a part of town near “Hell’s Kitchen” in abject terror 
last night. Whites were pitted against blacks, and WHENEVER A NEGRO 
SHOWED HIS HEAD HE WAS MOBBED. 

This was the direct result of the murder of Detective Thorpe, of the West 
Thirty-seventh street police station, a few days ago. Five hundred policemen 
had to be called out to master the mob of whites who had gathered about the 
neighborhood of the detective’s home, Thirty-seventh street and Ninth avenue, 
to WREAK VENGEANCE ON THE NEGROES. : 

The mob numbered more than 2,000 persons and called for all the reserves 
from the West Twentieth, West Thirtieth, West Thirty-seventh and West 
Forty-seventh street police stations, with additions from other police stations. 
NEGROES WERE DRAGGED FROM THEIR HOMES, FROM STOOPS AND 
STREET CARS AND FROM UNDER STAIRWAYS, WHERE THEY HAD 
TAKEN REFUGE, AND WERE BADLY BEATEN. Many of them were seri- 
ously injured. As a precautionary measure, as soon as the riot started the 
police ordered all saloons along Eighth, Ninth and Tenth avenues closed be- 
tween Thirty-ninth and Forty-fifth streets. 

Since the killing of the detective the feeling between the negroes and the 
whites of the neighborhood has been strained and last night the climax was 
reached when a row occurred between three negroes and several white men in 
Eighth avenue near Forty-second street. The negroes were joined by others, 
and soon the street was filled with black and white men. The toughs of the 
neighborhood seeing an opportunity of “slugging’’ began assaulting negroes on 
the street without the slightest provocation. 

“THERE'S A NIGGER; SLUG HIM!” was the cry, and the inoffensive 
colored citizen would be set upon by a half dozen roughs and beaten. The trou- 
ble extended up and down the avepue until the negroes were afraid to show 
themselves and remained indoors.” From dragging negroes from doorways and 
saloons the crowd turned to stopping cars and DRAGGING THEM FROM THE 
PLATFORM AND SEATS. 

The crowd went up Thirty-seventh street to the home of Thorpe and there 
found several negroes a:few doors from his home. They fell upon these and 
beat them badly, knocking them down and kicking them. 

In addition to this lurid story of assault upon innocent men and 
women, The World heads its story: 

A race riot of a most serious character suddenly broke out in the negro 
district of the west side of town at 9:30 o’clock last night and ‘at 1 o’clock this 
morning was raging flercer than ever. 

From Twenty-sixth street to Fiftieth street between Ninth avenue and 
Broadway, EVERY NEGRO WHO SHOWED HIMSELF ON .THE SIDEWALK 
OR ON THE SURFACE CARS WAS BADLY BEATEN. NEGROES WERE 
DRAGGED OFF THE CARS, KICKED AND STONED, 

On every corner mobs formed along Highth avenue for a dozen blocks north 
end south of Thirty-ninth street, the center point of the trouble. WHEN A 
CAR CAME ALONG BEARING A NEGRO PASSENGER THE CROWD AT 
ONE CORNER WOULD YELL TO THAT AT THE NEXT. THE CAR 
WOULD BE STOPPED, THE MOTORMAN PREVENTED FROM TURNING 
ON THE CURRENT AND IN A JIFFY THE UNFORTUNATE COLORED 
MAN WOULD BE DRAGGED OFF, PUNCHED, KICKED, ROLLED IN THE 


STREET AND PELTED WITH STONES. 
While, as said before, The Constitution has no desire to impugn the 


motives of those who are best able to manage their own troubles, we trust 
we may be pardoned for pointing out some differences which ex{st in the 
two sections. ; ' 
In the New York riot, for instance, an officer was killed, no unusual 
occurrence. White men have killed white ‘officers and no attempt was 
made to slaughter every white man in sight. In this case the murderer 
happens to be black, and therein liés the offense which aroused the 
white men. It will not do to slur over the rising by calling it a mob. 
The white men were there all the same. In a spirit of reckless license 
they turned aside from the chase of the criminal to an indiscriminate as- 
sault upon every man, woman and child whose face bore the fateful hue. 
A whole race was doomed because of the offense of one of its number. 
Now for the parallel take the Sam Hose case, which has so shocked the 
critics. The man was the actual perpetrator of a crime for which neither 
law nor nature has furnished a penalty. He was tied to a tree and burned, 
a form of punishment not discarded by English law long enough to have 
been forgotten. He was tortured, it is true, but not one millionth part 
of the torture which he had inflicted upon his crushed and helpless vic- 


tim. But— 
Right there the southern “mob,”’ if you choose to cal] it by that name, 


stopped! 
The crime of Sam Hose, ‘shocking, indescribable, hellish, 


charged up against his race! 
Not an afm was raised against black man, woman or child in that 


was not 


great deal‘ more about the purposes of 
the good and kind McKinley than The 
Constitution did. This we are free to 
confess. The Constitution took the 
president at his word, whereas Mr. 
Hoar paid no attention to McKinley’s 
declarations, but continued*to assert 
that the success of the republican pol- 
icy means the downfall of the repub- 
lic. 

We may as well confess also that 
The Constitution never dreamed that 
the republican leaderg would be so 
fatuous as to set up a claim that con- 
gress and the president are superior 
to the constitution; that they can 
put in operation laws intended to de- 
prive the inhabitants of a territory of 
rights which they had formerly en- 
joyed under a monarchy. It is no 
wonder that the people of Porto Rico 
have made haste to show a preference 
for the Spanish flag after the taste 
they have had of the “benevolent as- 
similation” which the good and kind 
McKinley keeps in stock. Like many 
other sensible persons in this world, 
they would prefer less “benevolence” 
of the McKinley sort, and more jus- 
tice; and no one can blame them. 

Mr. Bryan also foresaw what the 
policy of the good ang kind Mr. Mc- 
Kinley would be, and he took his 
stand accordingly, but there were 
many democrats, well as Many re- 
publicans, who nad we idea that a prop- 
osition for expansion meant vassal col- 
onies with only such rights as a po- 
litical party controlleq by trusts and 
syndicates might choose to mete out 
to them. 

The Post cannot have forgotten the 
storm of protests that arose from the 
republican press and from republican 
voters when it wag made clear that 
the good and kind McKinley had no 
idea of doing his plain duty toward 
Porto Rico. The Post, if we are not 
mistaken, joined in the protest and 
warned the administration that this 
sort of imperialism would not be tol- 
erated by the American people. 

But all these protests had no effect 
whatever on the policy which had been 
mapped out for the good and kind 
Mr. McKinley. They were ignored 
and overridden, and the voters of -the 
country have been given to understand 
that what the republicans call expan- 
sion is the display of despotism by 
the officials of the. republie, 

The Post now says that the Porto 
Rican business is a question that will 
be settled by the supreme court, That 
is so, but will such a decision relieve 
the republican party of the odfium at- 
tending their efforts to ignore the 
laws and institutions of the repub- 
lic? 

What is necessary is for the people 
not only to put an end to the adven- 
ture, but to make it impossible for 
any future administration to carry out 
a kindred policy. This, we think, the 
voters are preparing to qo.

| WEBSTER DAVIS TALKS ON

Washington, August 17.—(Special.)—Web-

ROADSWORD FIGHT 


hile the show is in pro- | 
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SUDDENLY AT.AFTON, VA. 
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RNEST WILKINSON, for over ten 
eS years one of The Constitution’s ar- 

tists, dled yesterday morning at 
Afton, Va.,.after a brief illness of only a 
few days. Death was due to heart fail- 
ure, brought on, presumably, by an at- 
tack of acute indigestion. He was sub- 
ject to these attacks and his loca! physi- 
clan understood his constitutional pe- 
cullarities so well that he never adminis- 
tered strong drugs on account of their al- 
most immediate effect on his heart. It is 
thought the severe attack of the heart 
was due to a dose of strong medicine of 
some kind. ’ 

News of Ernest Wilkinson’s death was 
received in the city yesterday morning 
shortly after 4 o’clock. It was the cause 
of profound sorrow amogye hundreds of 
friends who were devoted to the young 
man. Probably the death of no young 
man in Atlanta would have caused more 
genuine and deeper regret. At The Con- 
stitution office, where he had daily work- 
ed for ten years or more, the news was 
receiyed with a degree of sadness that Is 
seldom witnessed. At first it could not be 
credited as true. 

Only a few days before Ernest had left 
the office, apparently in the best of health 
and spirits, for his summer vacation, He 
spoke of feeling slightly run-down ‘in 
health as a result of the hot weather and 
the trying work of the heated term, but 
this was all, No intimation of serious 
iliness was given. He was unusually 
cheerful and said that he hoped to return 
to Atlanta in excellent shape for work 
when the political campaign of the fal! 
began. 

A few days later a brief telegram was 
received stating that he was ill, but no 
serious import was attached to it. 

When the telegram announcing his. 
death came it wag in the nature of a 
shock and a surprise. 

No member of The Constitution staff 
was more popular than Ernest Wilkinson. 
He was the personal friend of every man 
connected with the paper and his death 
will be esteemed a personal loss by er- 
ployees in every department of the paper. 
Aside from the personal nature, Mr. Wil- 
kinson’s death removes from The Gonsti- 
tution a young artist of rare ability, 
whose work—almost the first of its kind 
done in the south—was ofa brilliant order 
that gained for him a reputation which 
extenjed to all parts;of the south. It was 
he who first contributed illustrations to 
the paper and his work steadily improved 
until at the time of his death he ranked 
well up with the best newspaper artists 
of the country. 

Two weeks ago Ernest Wilkinson left 
Atlanta for Afton, Va., to spend a month’s 
vacation at the summer home of the 
Goodlaw family, friends of his whom he- 
had met two years previous while the 
young ladies were visiting in Atlanta., 
This was his second visit to Afton, his 
vacation of the year previous being spent 
with the Goodlaws. 

Shortly after hig arrival in Virginia he 
became suddenly ill. It was not thought 
his condition was serious and his family 
was not made aware of his illness until 
Wednesday, when a telegram was sent to 
his brother, Garnet Wilkinson, stating 
that his condition was critical and asking 
that his mother come at once. This tele- 
gram was received at night and was not 
delivered owing to a mistake of the tele- 
graph company. A later message an-, 
nounced that he had improved. Friday 
morning a dispatch briefly announcing his 
death was received. 

The body will arrive in the city at 5 
o'clock this morning over the Southern 
road and will be accompanied by Edward 
White, cashier of The Constitution and a 
close personal friend of the deceased, 
who.was with him when death came, The 
funeral arrangements will be announced 
later. | 

The finest side of Ernest Wilkinson's 
character was displayed in his home life 
and his relations with his family. His 
mother is the widow of Tandy Wilkinson, 
for many years an employee of The Con- 
stitution. At his father’s death Ernest, 
who yas then a mere boy, assumed, as a 
matter of course, the responsibilities of 
the head of the family. From that mo- 
ment until the day of his death his 
mother had been ais first thought. In a 
hundred little ways he showed his devo- 
tion. Each night before retiring he pass- 
ed by her door and told her goodnight. 
This custom, formed in childhood, he ob- 
served until the day of his death. 

His relations with his brother and sister 
—Garnet Wilkinson and Inez Wilkinson— 
were equally tender. 

Ernest Wilkinson came on The Con- 
stitution fresh from the grammar schools, 
It was back in 1886 that he became

the boy’s unusual talent in the way of 
art. ; 

When not busily engaged with the odds 
and ends of the office work assigned him, 
young Wilkinson occupied his spare mo- 
‘ments drawing animals and people. At 
that time the art of illuminating daily 
papers was little known in the south. 
One day an initial “O’’ with a spirited 
thoroughbred leaping through. the oval 
which the office boy had drawn attracted 
the attention of Mr. Grady. 

Some famous races were being run in 
the north about that time and under the 
editor’s direction the initial was made into 
@ cut and used in the next morning’s 
issue of the paper. After that Ernest 
Wilkinson was more ambitious. His en- 
thusiasm knew no bounds and the more 
he drew the better were his pencil and 
pen and ink creations. 

He had, while a student at the Mari- 
etta street public school, made quite a 
reputation as an artist, while many real- 
ly excellent portraits in chalk of local 
and national celebrities adorned the 
blackboards in the rooms in which he 
was a pupil. His teachers without excep- 
tion encouraged him in this work. : 

The boy had not been in Mr. Grady’s 
office long when the editor died. The Con- 
stitution sent young Wilkinson to New 
York that he might have the proper 
training in art. The late Horace Brad- 
ley was then one of the instructors of 
the Art Students’ League, an institution 
which has sent forth a number 6f clever 
American illustrators and artists. It was 
under his direction that young Wilkinson 
prosecuted his studies in black and white, 

He could not have selected a more 
sympathetic or capable instructor. Hor- 
ace Bradley, himself a southern man, 
was one of a cotorie of clever and inge- 
nious artists brought together by the 
Messrs. Harper & Bros. to brighten the 
pages of their ‘‘Weekly,’”’ then considered 
one of the foremost weekly pictorial pa- 
pers in the country. To. Wilkinson, In- 
structor Bradley imparted his stcre of 
knowledge. The young man was an apt 
pupil and it was not long before the 
master was pleased to acknowledge the 
remarkable advancement made by the 
clever young man from Georgia. 

When Ernest Wilkinson returned to 
Atlanta He was immediately employed on 
The Constitution as artist. That was 
about twelve years ago and since then 
he has turned out daily an amount of 
work that was calculated to amaze older 
and less enthusiastic draughtsmen. The 
etching process of engraving ‘in those 
days was new in newspaper work and 
all the cuts were in consequence made on 
chalk plates. 

This process was laborious and trying 
both to the eyes and lungs of the art- 
ists. It is safe to say that Ernest Wil- 
kinson turned out as fine chalk plate 
pictures as have ever been made in this 
country. He had a knack about it that 
gave his work that grace of line which, 
after all, marks the product of the fin- 
ished artist. Later, when zinc and copper 
etched plates took the place of the less 
satisfactory chalk plates, young Wilkin- 
son executed more and better work. ‘ 

His forte seemed to be portrait work 
and to this branch of his profession he 
devoted much of his time. Of late years, 
however, he turned his attention to 
sketch work with gratifying success. But 
he was pre-eminently a newspaper artist. 
There was no branch of the work with 
which he was not familiar. Water color, 
wash and stipple were among the me- 
diums other than pen and Ink he used to 
advantage in turning out an immense 
amount of exceedingly good work. 

If he was a@ newspaper artist, he was 
a successful one. No assignment did he 
shirk. He was called upon to draw 
everything from the portrait of some 
one who had suddenly become of. interest 
to the readers of his paper to sketches 
of a great conterence or assemblage. The 
photograph was not more accurate than 
his pen and ink portraits. Of late years 
he had acquired a style which marked 
him as a finished draughtsman. His 
lines, like those of the famous Phil May, 
were few and graceful, but they had 
strength that appeared to push the pic- 
ture out from the paper, where it seemed 
to stand as if alive. 

But with all his love for the work he 
was called upon to do daily, Wilkinson 
had an ambition to do greater things. 
His chief desire was to become a painter 
—one who should be able to do splendid 
things in brilliant colored ofls. He was a 
true colorist and art was not lack- 
ing in his black and white work. Few 
knew of this desire to be an artist in the 
generally accepted sense of the -word, 
but to one or two favored friends he 
used to speak of this secret wish. Hi

AT THE PARIS EXPOSITION 


Paris, August! 17.—The list of 
awards to American exhibitors at the 
Paris exposition was made public today. 

The United States, in all, secured 1,981 
awards. Of these 220 were grand prizes, 
486 gold medals, 270 honorable mentions, 
and a long list of gold, silver and bronze 
medals for collaborators. 

Such is the record achieved by America 
@s announced today by the French offi- 
cials. Every line of industry and art 
and skill is given recognition. American 
farm products, American mines and for- 


estry receive grand prizes and gold med-. 


als, and American cottons, woolens and 
silks are given the same consideration as 


are American harvesting machinery, sew- 


ing machines, printing presses, liberal 
arts and transportation, while silverware, 
jewelry, art and education are placed in 
the front. 

At the Paris exposition of 1889 only 1,000 
prizes, including those for collaborators, 
Were given, divided as follows: Grand 
prizes 55; gold medals 214; silver medals 
300; bronze medals 246; honorable men- 
tions 229. 

The following is a partial list arranged 
by groups and classes of those who re- 
celved grand prizes or gold medals. The 
names of those receiving silver and 
bronze medals and honorable mentions, 
with the colloborators, are not yet fur- 
nished by the committee.

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moved into quarters vacated by the 
Eighth infantry at Camp Columbia. 
General Wood returned on the Ist and 
has been overwhelmed with work, 
though he has found time to give an eye 
to some of the public works going on, 
among others the improvements in the 
‘old Hacienda building, which from being 
a miserably uncomfortable structure 
and much time worn, is now being con- 
vehrted into a luxurious and commodious 
building, the offices within being fitted up 
in most modern style. It would make the 
eyes of those old Spanish hidalgos who 
used to frequent that ancient edifice, open 
wide with wonder to see the handsome 
furniture, electric bells, telephone wires, 
elevators, etc., now in full evidence in 
this, about one of the oldest buildings in 
the city. 

The oldest building standing, nowever, 
in Havana, is the old fortress of La 


Fuerza. This was erected in 1638, and 


the massive walls and heavy timbers are 
as sound as the day they were begun. A 
workman sawed off a piece of an old 
door jamb and presented it to me, the 
wood being acne, native Cuban, about the 
color of red cedar, hard as mahogany, 
susceptible of a fine polish. It makes a 
fine paper weight, and being something of 
a relic, I prize it as well as represent- 
ing a species of timber plentiful in the 
island in a great degree imperishable. I 
also saw not long since some splendid 
specimens of native ebony, and it seems 
that a large purchase of timber lands 
has been made in Santiago. Likewise 
ground has been broken for the Santiago 
railroad, a project which was conceived 
in the early fifties, but until now has 
failed of realization. 

With a railway from Santiago to Ha- 
vana, traversing these fertile fields and 
prolific timber aid mining country, Ha- 
vana should not be long in taking her 
place among the cities of the earth. She 
has everything but the one great point, 
that jewel of price, a good, permanent 
government. I grow rather discouraged 
as to her attainment of it in the near 
future. The peop:e look forward to the 
constitutional convention in November 
to solve every vexed question for them, 
but there is a party in Cuba which forms 
a condition to be confronted, and it will 
not down for a word. 

There is a great dea] of mawkish senti- 
mentality and Latin hot-headedness, and 
this combined with ingratitude toward 
the American people and the flag will not 
help Cuba along in her aspirations to- 
ward being a great nation. Nevertheless 
it is impossible for an American to reside 
here and not grow fond of Cuba and 
many of the Cuban people, while we may 
not expand sufficiently to grow fond of all 
their idiosyncracies, fifteenth century 
practices and Latin sentiments. 


And this reminds me to give a short ac- 
count of the ceremonies observed on last 
Sunday over the reinterment of the re- 
mains of General Castillo, a notable 
patriot of Cuba. Havana never has any 
trouble to get an immense concourse of 
people of al] conditions assembled. Just 
blow a few notes on a cornet or trom- 
bone and they begin to gather from all 
sides. The concourse on Sunday there- 
fore was innumerable, for there were 
several bands in attendance. The civic 
dignitarfes were out, some of the cabinet 
officers, police, firemen, societies and citi/ 
zens, etc. Three hearses drawn by sev- 
eral pairs of horses swelled the proces- 
sion, and the Havana hearse is something 
to cause one to shudder with astonish- 
ment and something akin to amusement. 
(N. B. A hearse drawn by two horses 
with driver in his regalia, full bottomed 
wig, scarlet and gold uniform in the style 
of several centuries agone, and his as- 
sistant likewise decked out, costs $600 for 
one service). But the three hearses were 
to all appearance empty, for in the midst 
of the thickest of the procession walked a 
file of men’ bearing a handsome cata- 
faique or bier on their shoulders. On that 
was a medium sized glass box containing 
the skull and some of the bones of the 
dead warrior, the same being disposed in 
most gruesome skull and cross-bones 
style, the function being spoken of as 
“the funeral ceremonies of the late Gen- 
eral Castillo.’’

The passenger agents have decided to 
make Cleveland too hot for the scalpers, to 
operate, if it is in their power to do so. 
In gome instances brokers have gone into 
the stations, froga which they have been 
exciuiped by the rules of the roads, and 
carriéa on their business in direct opposi- 
tion to the ticket agent of that line, This 
boldness has been a Hittle too much for 
the railroad men and they_propose to act. 
The agents and station officials have been 
given strict orders to keep scalpers out 
of the station and off of gsbe railroad 
property, and the police have been impor- 
tuned to keep the street clear of them. 


Men who are trying to solve the tramp 
pfoblem have come to the conclumson 
that if the railroads desire to operate 
most effectively against the practices of 
the thousands of ‘train jumpers” or rail- 
way “hobees,”’ they must establish and 
maintain police forces. It is estimated 
that there are 60,009 professional tramps 
in the country, about 20,000 of whom are 
continually ‘“patronizing’’ the roads. 
Frank Willard has devoted much of his 
time to a study of the tramp problem. He 
is an advocate of the police force system, 
and is setting forth the possibilities of 
such a system to the managers of the 
railroads. ®ince 18 the Pennsylvania 
has maintained a police force, and Mr. 
Willard points to the accomplishments of 
this force as an evidence of the efficacy 
of the general scheme. Says Mr. Willard: 
“Can the tramps be driven off the rail- 
roads? Up to date the difficulty in 


answering this question in the affirmative 


has been that the railroad companies have 
been afraid of the cost, and consider it 
cheaper to put up with the tramps than 
to pay the fills. It has at last been 
demonstrated, however, that vagabonds

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can-be refused free transportation. by one 
of our greatest railroads with a saving of 
expense to the company and with great 
relief to the community, and I cannot 
better illustrate the usefulness of a well- 
organized railroad police force than by 
giving tho history of the police service in 
vogue on the railroad in question.

TOP REACHED IN 


MIDDLE OF MARCH 


Since Which Time Reaction Has Come 
in Every Great Industry. 


RAW MATERIAL STILL. WEAK 


Each Break Is Availed of To Place 
Heavy Contracts. 


NEW YORK 1S WELCOMING BUYERS 


Larger Number Present Than for 
Many Years at This 
Season. 


New York, August 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say 

After a great wave of advancing prices, op- 
tirrism as to business is generally dangerous. 
But the top was reached the middle of March, 
since which time reaction has come in every 
great industry, so that consumers are asking 
whether in some directions the decline may 
have not been reasonably large as was the 
advance, and whether buying on the present 
basis of prices is not faiMy sure. There are 
further evidences of weakness in raw mate- 
rials, notably the break in structural, but 
each one is availed of to place heavy con- 
tracts. New York is welcoming buyers from 
all over the country in larger numbers than 
for many years at this season, in dry goods, 
in grceceries, in jewelry and in hardware; and 
if contracts are not placed to as large a vol- 
ume as expected by this time it is because of 
conservatism of those who think they may 
compel some further shading of prices. Ke- 
ports this week from other important points 
of distribution show the same eegerness to buy 
when the time seems right. 

It is beaming more apparent that the cotton 
has been reached in prices of iron and steel. 
The decline was severe and recovery must be 
slow, but radical advarcs and moderately in- 
creating activity are rore healthy than vio- 
lent: changes. In no single division is the im- 
provement more striking than in any other. 
Except steel rails, all forms of iron from ‘the 
ore to the finished product are being sought 
more eagerly and with less effort to secure 
furtrer concessions in prices. 

The first effect of the official report of wheat 
conditions indicating a total crop cf only 513,- 
97,000 was to strengthen prices, but when 
the secretary of agriculture was reported as 
Fredicting dollar wheat before the end of the 
year the market showed an inclination to dis- 
agree and the September option fell below 80c 
at New York for the first time in two months. 

For the year shipments of boots and shoes 
from Boston are 2,735,433 cases, against 
2,914,885 in 1899, but the volume of business 
to date has been exceededd in only three years. 
The trade is suffering from accumulation of 
stocks that cannot be sold without a loss as 
compared with the price at which shoes could 
now be made. 

Hides are in a better position than the ieath- 
er market seems to warrant.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, August |7.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

Among the favorable features reported this 
week are advices of further expansion in fall 
trade distribution at leading western centers, 
with relatively best brying proceedirg from 
theec sections of the southwest, which have 
Frofited by good crops, a rather better distri- 
bution by dry goods jobbers at the east, a 
firmer tone and a perceptible growth in confi- 
dence, accompanied by heavy buying in some 
classes,of st¢el and iron, and a disposition to 
believe that an average wheat crop and much 
more than average corn and oats crops are as- 
sured. Steady increases in current gross ralil- 
way earnings over a year ago and an excep- 
tlonally favorable-net earnings report for the 
first half of the year are additionally encour- 
aging features. 

The list of unfavorable elements in the trade 
situation is at best a negative one, the ap- 
proach of a presidestial campaign, though less 
effective than usual in this respect, the back- 
ward demand for spring woolens and the slow 
demand for the raw material, the restriction in 
production of some makes of cotton goods, the 
dullness in building materials, notably lum- 
ber, and the backward inquiry for boots and 
shoes at the east being among there. 

Speculation in nearly ell lines, especially in 
food products, is at a low ebdb, and what 
price changes are noted are mainly because 
of this, though weather and crop conditions 
have played fome part in wheat, corn and 
cotton, respectively.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


The announcement which reached this 
country from Constantinople that Her 
mann Hilprecht, occupant of the chair 
of Assyrian and comparative Semitic 
philology of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, has unearthed the library of the 
great temple of Nippur in ancient Baby- 
lonia, is being received with wonder and 
astonishment in educational circles in 
every part of the country. 

The facts, as they have come from 
Constantinople, are that not only has 
the ancient and famous library been dis- 
covered, but. in it have been found tab- 
lets to the number of 17,000, not one of 
which bears a later date than 2280 B. C. 
The tablet's are said totreatof literary 
and historical matters contemporaneous 
with a period before Abraham, and as 
such they are expected to trow light 
on the earlv Christian beliefs. 

The details of the discovery which 
promises so much to archaeology are 
awaited with interest by the faculty of 
the University of Pennsylvania. The 
present expedition to Nippur was inau- 
rurated-last year, and since last Decem- 
ber Dr. Hilprecht has been in charge of 
the work. The University of Pennsy?l- 
vania has had expeditions working in 
Babylonia constantly since 1888, and in 
this way the museum over which Dr. 
Hilprecht presides has been greatly en- 
riched. 

The library reported to have been un- 
earthed is that ofthe temnle of Bel, 
which was the religious center of Baby- 
lonia when that country was at the 
height of its power and Nippuf was its 
gfeatest ith °° he 

Professor Lamberton, of the department 
of Greek at’ thé ‘University of Pennsyl- 
Vania, in sneaking of the discovery of 
_ ay spp hag.the following to say 
nan interview: ., 

“Tf it is.a fact that the Satents of the 
library of the Great Teshnle at Nippur 
have been uneafthed bY Professor Hil- 
precht,”” said Professor Lamberton, ‘‘it 
will constitute one of the most! tmportant 
and valuable archacologica] discoveries 
that has ever been made. 

“It has been realized for many years 
that the library of the temple should con- 
tain records that would throw much light 
upon the history and literature of Baby- 
lonia. The work of the expedition has 
been concentrated toward this end, and it 
is altogether likely that the efforts of the 
expedition have been rewarded, and that 
the report from Constantihople is true. 

“A long time must necessarily elapse 
before the results of the discovery wil] 
be ripe for publicity. The work of trans- 
lating the tablets will be immense and 
require much time. After the text has 
been rendered accessible to Babylonian 
scholars, the next step will be to pre- 
pare a series of translations for the bene- 
fit of the general public. 

“An infinite ‘store of material will be 
placed at the disposal of the world by 
this discovery, It should be a source of 
congratulation and gratification to every 


| Philadelphian to realige that the work 


has been accomplished under the name 
of the university and with capital large- 
ly subscribed by Philadelphia people.” 


The London Express in dealing with 
the disease of anarchy which is once 
more rampant since the assassination of 
King Humbert, offers a remedy which it 
believes will work good. The writer in 
question points out that Personal van- 
ity is the underlying cause of these 
crimes, with not. more than 5 per cent 
of personal grudge. The statement is 
made that the Belgian court in acquitting 
Sipido of the attempt on the life of the 
prince of Wales is as directly responst- 
ble for the death of Humbert as if it had 
hired Bresci to fire the fatal shot. The 
London Express deals with the subject 
in the. following manner: 

“The anarchist is either a knave or 
a fool, or both, and, given the opportuni- 
ty, always a criminal. Most! anarchists 
are failures. Théey°*have tried to live as 
other men live, and they have failed from 
lack of moral stamina or intellectual 
power. The rest afe a sort of human 
by-product—honest, - if evil-meaning, im- 
beciles, who ought’ never to have been 
born. These are perhaps the most! dan- 
gerous of the whole class. 

“But there is one characteristic which 
the actively dangerous class of anar- 
chist shares with all other Maniacs, and 
that is vanity—personal vanity; and it is 
through this, his most vulnerable point 
that he ought to be attacked. It is here 
that the surgeon of ciyilization shoule 
insert the point of the knife which is tu 
cut out the cancer of anarchism. 

“In every similar crime, from the assas- 
sination of President Lincoln to the mur- 
der of King Humbert, the pereentage of 
motive in the murder may be fairly 
taken at 5 per cent personal grudge or 
general principles and 95 per cent per- 
sonal vanity. If society were to take 
away the % per cent, the 5 per. cent 
would not be worth the personal risk in- 
volved. 

“But how is society going te do it? 
Simply by making the game not worth 
the candle. Smuggling came practically 
to an end in England when it ceased to 
pay. Dueling stopped when two drap- 
ers’ assistants crossed swords and. made 
it ridiculous. Active anarchism will stop 
when it céasés to be rewarded by a 
squalid and spurious martyrdom. 

“But before this Most desirable end 


ean: be accomplished sociéty must shake | 


itself free of some of its shdm sentti- 
nientality. It must cease to consider as 
an excuse for crime that kind of insanity 
which can think owt the detaiis of a mur- 
der for weeks and months, and then 
bring its horrible work to a successful 
conclusion at the very moment and on 
the very spot selected after long delib- 
eration. It must get back to the logical 
clearness of the Divine co

PROCLAMATION—State of Georgia, 
Executive Office, <Atlanta.—Submitting 
constitutional amendment regarding péen- 
sions for the widows of confederate sol- 
diers to a yote of the people at the. next 
general election. 

Whereas, the general ass¢mbly of 1899 
passed by a constitutional majority the 
following act, to-wit: 

“An act to amend section 1, article 7, 
paragraph i, of the constitution of Geor- 
gia, so as to extend the provisions of 
said section, article and paragraph to the 
widows of confederate soldiers, who, by 
reason of age and poverty, or infirmity 
and poverty, or blindness and poverty, are 


unable to provide a living for themselves, 


and for other purposes.”’ 

Section 1. Be is enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by authority of the same, that sec- 
tion 1. article 7, paragraph 1, of the con- 
stitution of Georgia be, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “service” in the 13th line, the fol- 
lowing words: ‘‘or who, by reason of age 
and poverty, or infirmity and poverty, or 
blindness and poverty are unable to earn 
a living for themselves,” so that said 
section. when so amended, will read as 
follows, to-wit: “To supply the soldiers 
who lost a limb, or limbs in the military 
service of the confederate states, with 
substantial artificial limbs, during life; 
and to make suitable provisions for such 
confederate soldiers as may have been 
otherwise disabled or permanently injured 
in such service: or who by reason ol 
age ard poverty, or infirmity and -pov- 
erty or blindness and poverty, are unable 
to provide a living for themselves, and 
for- the widows oi such confederate sol- 
diers.as may have died in the service of 
the confederate states, or since, from 
wounds received therein, or disease con- 
tracted in the service, or who, by rea- 
son of age and poverty, or infirmity and 
poverty or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves; 
provided that the act shall only apply to 
such widows as were married at the time 
of such service, and have remained un- 
married since the death of such soldier 
husband.” 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, that if 
this amendment shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members of the general 
assembly, of each house, the same shall 
be entered on their journals with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, and the 
governor shall cause the amendment to 
be published in one or more of the news- 
papers in each congressional district for 
two months immediately  shgoreeny the 
next genéral election, and the same shall 
be submitted to the people at the next 
general election, and the voters thereat 
shall have written or printed on their 
tickets, “For ratification of section l, 
article 7, paragraph 1, of the Constitution 
of this state,’’ or ‘‘Against raNfication of 
section 1. article 7, paragraph hb of the 
constitution of this state’’ as they may 
choose: and if a majurity of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the next 
general assembly, voting, shall vote in fa- 
vor of ratification, then said amendment 
shali bécome a part of sald article 7. 
secticn 1. paragraph 1, of the constitution 
of this state. and the governor shall make 
proclamation thereof. 

Section 3 repeals conflicting laws. Ap- 
proved Decembér 21, 18%. 

Now. therefore, I, Allen D. Candler, 
governor of said state, do issue this, my 

roclamation hereby declaring that the 
oregoing proposed amendment of the con- 
stitution is hereby submitted, for ratifi- 
cation or rejection, to the votefts of this 
state. at the genera} election to be held 
on Wednesday, October 3, 1900, as provid-

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DISTURBED SICK 


Too Much Religious Enthusiasm Caused 
Two Arrests. 


THEY REFUSED TO DESIST 


Andrew Perry and A. D. Cartman 
Are Locked Up. 


CASE IS A RATHER UNUSUAL ONE 


Loud Singing of Negroes Threatened 
the Life of a Sick Girl—Case 
Will Be Heard Today. 


Andrew Perry and A. D. Cartmon, two 
negro men, were last night arrested, 
charged with violating section 1805 of the 
city code. The section in question says 
that any person who shall make a noise 
or create a disturbance calculated to 
annoy any citizen, shall, upon complaint 
of said citizen, be arrested and prosecuted 
in the Qayor’s court. . 

The disturbance was created at 31 Gran- 
ger street, where a crowd of negroes 
have been gathering for the last few 
nights, holding religious services in a 
residence. 

Next to the residence lies a young 
colored girl at the point of death, whose 
nervous system is not in condition to 
withstand the strain put on it by the 
services conducted next door. 

The girl’s relatives complained to the 
police authorities some time ago and an 
officer was sent to the place and notified 
the worshipers to desist. They promised 
te do so and nothing more was heard 
from them until night before last, when 
another complaint was made. . 

Acting Captain Moss conferred with 
Acting Chief of Police Jennings and the 
acting chief instructed the captain to 
give them one more chance, and then 
if they did not cease to make the case. 
The officers were loath to arrest people 
who were conducting a religious service, 
even though it was in a private resi- 
dence. 

The negroes paid no attention to the 
orders of the policemen and last night 
met again. A telephone message was re- 
ceived at police station from the rela- 
tives of the sick girl making another 
complaint. 

Patrolmen Edmon and Sewell, the of- 
ficers on that beat, were instructed by 
the signal man to arrest the offenders 
and bring them to the police station. The 
men were brought in and occupied cells 
at the barracks last night. 

Acting Captain Moss, who was on duty 
at the time, said: 

“TY disliked exceedingly to make the 
case, but it was reported to me that the 
girl was very sick and the noise disturb- 
ed her. We notified the people to move 
the place of meeting to some other lo- 
cality, but they disregarded our orders, 
and failed to exhibit a very Christian 
spirit and I told the men on the beat 
to lock them up.” : 

The cases will be called for trial this 
afternoon.
